United States Advises 
to Pay Taxes to Rebel

Washington, April 30.—Américana 
doing business. in the.state/ of So- 
nora and other parts of Mexico-con- 
trolled by the revolutionists hare 
been authorized to pay taxes and 
customs duties to the tle facto au- 
thorities. 

This authorization, it was ex- 
Plained today at the state depart- 
ment, is in accordance with a rec- 
ognized principle of international 
law and does not amount to rec- 
Ognition of a de facto government, 
The principle has been observed on 
several occasions tn Mexico notably 
when *the Carranza ~ revolution 
started and his forces obtained con- 
trol of ports. Inability of.the -rec- 
ognized government of Mexico to 
collect duties and’ taxes in terri: 
tory held by the revolutionists, it 
was said, cannot be permitted to 
interfere with regular commercia] 
transactions, " 

Trouble Feared at Vera Cruz. 

The state department received an 
exhaustive report today on condi- 
tions in Vera Cruz from an Amert- 
can in that city. The report urged 
that warships be kept in readiness 
for dispatch to Vera Cruz should 
the need arise. Although Vera 
Cruz was said to be quiet, possi- 
bilities of trouble there were de- 
scribed as great.

8,000 MENNONITES 
TO QUIT CANADA 
FOR UNITED STATES. 


Winnipeg, April 30.—More than 
8,000 members of-the Orthodox 
Mennonite church community in 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan will 
leave Canada this summer and es- 
tablish a colony in the Mississippi 
Valley, it was announced today at 
the parliament building. The state- 
ment followed a visit of Bishop 
Wahl, of Swift Current, who told 
the provincial authorities that At- 
torney General Palmer had given 
assurance that if the community 
settled in the United States it would 
be granted immunity from military 
service. 

The exodus will depopulate Vir- 
tually 13 or 14 prairie towns, it was 
said, and will necessitate the sale 
of improved land holdings, valued 
at more than $10,000,000. According 
to the announcement, the Mennon- 
ites decided to move after tiring of 
the effort to retain special privi- 
leges in the conduct of their schaols 
and from fear that public opinion 
will wrest from them their ex- 
emption from military , service in 
time of war. Bishop Wahl was 4s- 
sured by the provincial ‘government 
that the Manitoba and Ottawa. au- 
thorities will mot interfere with 
the exodus. . 


4TTORNEY GENERAL 
FAILS TO SECURE 
SALARY INCREASE 


— 

While the legislature thought last 
summer that it had incrfased At- 
torney General Clifford Walker’s 
salary to $5,000 per year, after it 
had abolished the office of super- 
visor of county records which paid 
him a stipend. of $1,500 in addi- 
tion to his regular salary of $3,000, 
it developed yesterday that it had 


failed to do so. 

The result was that Mr. Walker 
has been paid at the rate of only 
$3.000 per year, and lost the addi- 
tional pay on the abolition of the 
supervisor's office which dated 
from the executive approval of the 
act last August. When Mr. Walker 
Friday settled with the treasury 
for the balance due ‘m on his re- 
linquishment of office it was on the 
$3,000 basis. 

The reason was that the legis- 
lature had overlooked the fact, sub- 
sequently brought to the governor's 
atention, that the state constitu- 
tion prohibits the increase of the 
salary of a constitutional officer 
during the period for which his 
commission runs.’ It also forbids 
a decrease in the same way. A 

Some question has been raised 
as te whether the legislature can 
increase the attorney general's sal- 
ary without a two-thirds vote of 
both branches. If this is the re- 
quirement, it would seem that the 
new attorney general, R. A. Detiny, 
will’ have sto content himself with 
a $3,000 salary.

Joint Resolution Ending 
State of War With Ger- 
many and Austria Re- 
ported--Long Discussion 
Expected. 


Washington, April 30.—A joint 
resolution proposing repeal of rego- 
lutions by congress declaring a 
state of war with Germany and 
Austria-Hungary was reported out 
today. 

Introduced -by Senator Knox, re- 
publican, of Pennsylvania, as a sub- 
stitute for the republican resolu- 
tlon recently passed by the house, 


by Senator Lodge, the republican 
leadér, with the announcement by 
Senator Knox that he would open 
debate on it Wednesday. . 

Ledders of both parties prédict- 
ed several weeks of discussion, with 
dittle prospect of action until near 
the time set for a recess for the 
national conventions. In some 
quarters the opinion was expressed 
that President Wilson, in the midst 
of the debate, might return the 
treaty of Versailles to the senate. 

Virtually solid democratic opposi- 
tion to the substitute was predict- 
ed by leaders of. the party. Sen- 
ator McCumber, republican, member 
of the foreign relations committee, 
who- did not attend the meeting, 
said he and probably other repub- 
licans would oppose it. 

The vote on the Knox measure 
was 9 to 6, all republicans present 
favoring it and democrats opposing; 
Senator Shields, democrat, of Ten- 
nessee, also was absent. Republi- 
cans said it was designed to meet 
objections raised in the house that 
a resolution declaring the war end- 
ed would be unconstitutional and 
beyond the power of congress. 

Straight out repeal of the~war 
resolutions is the principal object 
of the Knox substitute, which would 
request the president to establish 
friendly diplomatic and commercial 


relations with: Germany and with 
“the governments and people of 
Austria and Hungary.” Like the 
house resolution it would reserve 
all American rights under - the 
treaty of Versailles.and provide for 
repeal of war legislation and war 
powers of the president. It would 
hold German .property until all 
American war claims were. satis- 
fied, but does not include the house 
provision for acceptance of the 
resolution’s terms by Germany 
within forty-five days under penal- 
ty of a commercial embargo.

ABOUT COLBY ISSUE

Delaware Corporation. 


Point-blank refusal of Attorney 
Harold Hirsch, who since 1909 has 
been connected with the law depart- 
ment of the coca-cola interests, to 
divulge a scintilla of information re- 
garding the transaction whereby 
the New York law firm of Colby & 
Brown received $1,000,000 in bene- 
ficial certificates of the Coca-Cola 
company, and -his frank admission 
that in 1917 he personally was of 
the legal opinion the contracts with 
the bottling companies were of “‘per- 
petual duration,” featured yester- 
day’s session before Commissioner 
H. Le. Parry in the injunction suit 
brought against the Coca-Cola com- 
panv of Delaware by the parent 
bottlers. 

Attorney Hirsch took the stand 
when it was impossible to locate 
Howard Candler, for whose appear- 
ance no subpoena was issued. It is 
expected Mr. Candler will testify 
Monday. 

The position taken by Mr. Hirsch 
in refusing to testify anything re- 
garding reorganization of the Coca- 
Cola company was that he would be 


‘tions between attorney and. client, 
He detlined to admit there had been 
any “manipulation” in the Colby & 
Brown deal, and that the firm had 
been paid a “fee” of $1,000,000— 
which counsel recently deneid in a 
press statement, dectaring the deal 
to be in settlement of claims for 
damages. Mr. Hirsch did testify, 
however, that Edward B. Brown, 
junior partner of the New York 
legal firm, was his own brother-in- 
law who formerly lived in Albany, 
Ga. It had previously been devel- 
oped that Bainbridge Colby, United 
States secretary of state, was senior 
partner, 

Every word of testimony yester- 
day was taken by Commissioner 
Parry under objection of defendants’ 
counsel, as irrelevant and immate- 
rial to the issues involved in the in- 
junction proceedings. «Mr. Hirsch 
himself rapped the examining coun- 
sel, Attorney John A. Sibley, for 
“trying this case before the news- 
papers instead of before the court,” 

The bottlers seek to permanently 
enjoin the Delaware corporation 
from cancelling their contracts, 
which they contend are perpetual. 
Attorney Sibley produced a letter 
the witness admitted having writ- 
ten to T. C. Parker, of the Florida 
Coca-Cola Bottling company, on 
October 28, 1916, in which the wit- 
ness declaréd that after many years 
of study of the bysiness, which had 
grown to vast proportions, he be- 
lieved the bottlers “must” have 
“perpetual franchise;” also that 
“the bottlers’ rights are perpetual.” 

Attorney Sibley sought to develop 
that Mr. Parker objected to signing 
the so-called contract of 1915 until 
assured his rights would not be al- 
tered from those in his original 
contract, and that his rights were 
perpetual. The examining counsel 
developed that after the Hirsch 
statement of .perpetuity, contained 
in the letter, Mr. Parker apparently 
did sign the 1915 contract, which 
was approved on behalf of the Coca- 
Cola company of Georgia by C. H. 
Candler, its president. An attempt 
was de to develop that in several 
instances bottlers refused to sign 
the 1915 contract until positively as- 
sured their rights under the old 
eontract were maintained. Mr.

Such insurance will be pay- 
able twenty years after issued or in 
case of death. Loans could be ob- 
tained at any time after tWo years, 

Establishment of a “national vet- 
erans’ settlement board.” composed 
of the secretary of the interior and 
four members to be appointed by 
the president, at least three of whom 
shall be former service men, which 
would be authorized to make loans 
to service men not exceeding $1,000 
for the reclamation and development 
of farm dands. 

Four Plans for Revenues,

Montgomery, Ala., April 30.—After 
a hearing of some length the Ala- 
bama public service commission to- 
day .issued an order directing the 
Western Union Telegraph company 
to continue its service at twenty- 
one towns of the state, orders can- 
celing same having been issued pre- 
viously by the company effective 


May 1, 

The telegraph company, it de- 
veloped, has based its action large- 
ly on a supreme court decision or- 
dering it to vacate the right of way 
of the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad. Counsel for the telegraph 
company maintained that, having 
no right of way for lines to the 
towns affected, its service conse- 
quently was being canceled. The 
state, through the assistant attor- 

ney general, contended this was not 

valid grounds, and that the com- 
pany had made no effort to secure 
right of way other than that along 
the railway lines. 
Failure of the company to com- 
ply with the commission’s order 
renders it liable to a fine of $1,000 
per day for each day the order is 
ignored.

FOR MUSCLE SHOALS 


Washington, April 30.—An amend- 
ment to the fortifications bill de- 
signed to prevent further work at 
the Muscle Shoals, Ala., nitrate 
Plant until a definite policy rela- 
tive to the development of the 
project could be formulated by con- 
gress was rejected after spirited 
discussion by the. senate today be- 
fore final passage of the measure. 


The fight against the amendment 
was led by Senator Underwood, of 
Alabama, minority leader, while it 
was also opposed by Senator Gron- 
na, republican, of North Dakota, 
and by Senators Smith of South 
Carolina and Ransdell of Louisiana, 
both democrats. Senator Smoot, re- 
publican, of Utah, defended it. 

Senator nderwood ‘declared the 
committee’s amendment was “an 
ill-advised action” designed to 
“stay the government’s hand with- 
out any justification whatever,” and 
charged that “certain great inter- 
ests” were .back of the amendment 
in an effort to “kill this plant.” He 
said additional nitrates for ferti)}- 
ized purposes are needed, and, ac- 
cording to war department reports. 
it would be cheaper to use the 
Muscle Shoals plant “than to close 
it down and let it rot out as a 
dead plant.” . 

“What is behind this amendment 
is to destroy that plant,” Senator 
Underwood said. “There can be no 
more justification ‘for this item 
than there would be for a provision 
that would disband the army of the 
United States.” 

Senator Smoot denied that the 
amendment .would have the effect 
of killing the plant. saving it would 
not interfere with its operation, but 
onlv prevent additions being made 
until congress could consider legis- 
Jation now pending relative to what 
disposition was to be made of the 
project. He said the wer denart- 
ment has announced that hids world 
be onened on May I-relative to the 
aequisition of a rock awarrv near 
the plant. and that funds were to 
be taken for that nurpose from ap- 
provriations alreadv made for the 
armament of fortifications. 

He denied that anv sinister in- 
fluences were back of the amend- 
ment, and contended it was inserted 
in order to prevent further exnen- 
ditures heing made for the develon- 
pee of the plant until congress 
arte act.

Murdered: Two 


He Cannot Remember 
What Happened to Oth- 
ers—He Tells Story to 
His Attorney. . 


Los Angeles, April 30.—James R. 
Huirt, who is alseged to have mar- 
ried about twenty-five women and 
to have confessed that he murdered 
at least two of them, Will be charged 
with murder ane not bigamy, ac- 
cording to an announcement today 
by the district attorney's office. 

The murder charge will be 
brought ‘against the man under the 
hame of Walter Andrew Watson, it 
was said. This course will be taken, 
becayse the defendaut- told the of- | 
ficers, they said, that he did not 


know. his true pame, but was most 
frequently known as Watson. 
Watson Said he believed he was 
a native or Tennessce, that he was 
braised. in an orphan asylum until 
about 10 years old, then he lived 
with a family named Harper and 
emained with them unti¥ he moved 
to Pittsburg, Kan., about five years 
later. 

Murdered at Least Two. 


At least two of the numerous 
women Huirt-is aHeged to have 
married in various parts of the 
country were murdered by him, two 
others. met “accidental” deaths, 
while with him, and he “might 
have murdered more,” according to 
Lan alleged confession made public 
early today by J.+Morgan Marna- 
duke, his attorney, and county of- 
ficials. Huirt said he “could net 
remember” what happened to some 
of the women because of his still 
weakened condition resulting from 
two attempts to commit suicide, the 
reputed confession said. He lay on 
a cot at the county hospital as he 
talked. 

Huirt has been held here several 
days while officers investigated re- 
ports of numerous marriages. 

He marfied “twelve or fifteen 
women, probably more,” Huirt was 
quoted as saying. <A desire to kill 
obsessed him four years ago, Huirt 
was allewed to have said, and wom- 
en were his especial victims, there 
being no direvt motive for their 
deaths, and no desire to kill men, 
children or animals. 

Nina Lee Deloney, 
hammer at Long Beach, Cal., and 
Elizabeth Pryor, whose head was 
crushed with a sledgehammer near 
Plum, Wash., were the “wives,, 
Whose murders the officers’ said 
Huirt confessed. 

The “partial confession,” said the 
officers, related to the deaths of 
Bértha Goodnich and Alice Ludvig- 
son. Miss Goodnich was tipped out 
of a boat in Lake Washington, near }

King as one of the three judges of 
the circuit court of appeals of the 
fifth judicial district of he United 
States, which embraces all of the 
states between Georgia and Texas, 
inclusive, is in every way an idegl 
selection.

Judge King is a man of lofty 
character, of fine intellect, and his 
legal ability has atttained nation- 
wide recognition.

The “U. S. P..” which is a short- 
hand method for designating “The 
United States Pharmacopoeia,” is a 
book containing those drugs of 
recognized medicinal worth which is 
gotten out every ten years by a 
convention body composed of three 
delegates from all the recognized 
medical, dental and pharmaceutical 
schools and colleges, the medical 
departments of the United States 
army and navy and the public 
health service and the various city, 
county and state medical, dental and 
pharmaceutical societies and as- 
sociations.

partment which’relieved him of the 
command of the pnort of embarka- 
tion at Hoboken, N. J. 

The gereral stopped at Annapolis 
on his wav south for a short visit 
with his wife and his daughter, 
who is the wife of Lieutenant Com- 
mander William E. Molloy, now at- 
tending a vost graduate course ai 
the naval academy. He has another 
daughter who is the wife of Cap- 
tain Stephen Chamberlin, U. S. A., 
now stationed at Panama, which 
General Shanks believes is the ulti- 
mate destination of the troops at 
Camp Gordon. although he stated 
that he had no definite knowledge 
of the plans of the war department 
for the troops which he is hereafter 
to command. 

In Command at Hoboken. 

General Shanks has been in com- 
mand at the port of Hoboken con- 
tinuously since his arrival! in the 
(United States from tHe Philippine 
Tslands im the summer of 1917, with 
the exception of about two months 
just prior _to the signing of, the 
armistice. auring which he was ir 
command of the Sixteenth division 
at Campy Kearney, Cal. 

He is not an advocate of cum- 
pulsory military -setvice, concern- 
ine which he-said: 

“There is a clear distinction be- 
tween ccempulsory military service 
and universal training. Compulsory 
service, which is the drafting of 
men into the army in default of a 
sufficient number of enlistments, 
thereafter to be sent anywhere the 
governmcnt pleases for one “Fr 
more years of service at an army 
post, is net popular and I do rot 
think vill be tolerated by the 
American people.” 

“T’niversal training. on the other 
hand. is now defined to be a shor’ 
eourse of four, six or eight months 
of military science which every boy 
should be obliged to take durinays 
his school or college course, in order 
that in au emefgéncy he will have 
at least an elementary knowledge 
of army service, ang of this I am 
heartily in favor.”

The headlines are all saying: that 
“Harding Carries Ohio,” and -so he 
does, in the sense that he has se- 


egates. 


carrying a state. The really signif- 
icant fact is that Harding did not 
carry Ohio. He gut less than 50 
per cent of the state vote. Thi’ as- 
pect of the Ohio result is obscured 
by the fact that the opposition vote 
is distributed among three | other 
candidates. : 

But that does not alter the effect 
of the fact in Harding's fortune. 
Every person with political experi- 
ence or judgment knows that Har- 
ding today has a wholly altered re- 
lation to the republican situation. 
~ Whether Harding will stay in the 
race to the end is a decision so com- 
pletely within the minds of himself 
and his political friends and man- 
agers that it ig._not a field in which 
outsiders can properly venture pre- 
dictions. 

But every observer with any 
penetration and sufficient informa- 
tion is able to say that no candi- 
date who fails to’get half the pop- 
ular vote in his state primary can 
qualify as a favorite son. 

Theory Back_of Harding. 


Harding’s candidacy, so far as it 
had a sound theory, was that Ohio 
‘s a big state and doubtful as be- 
tween republicans and democrats. 
The democrats carried it in 1916, 
and by. carrying it. elected Wilson. 
The theory was that by nominating 
a man for president who was qual- 
ified in other respects.and who had 
the “additional qualification of be- 


ing a son of Ohio and popular in 
the state, the republicans could 
guarantee Ohio. 

That theory now disappears. It 
has been demonstrated that an out- 
sider can carry Ohio for the repub- 
licans mpre certainly than Harding 
cans It ig impossible to imagine 
the republican leaders on any sound 
theory of politics, continuing to re- 
Aurdslig as being as available 
a candidate as he was thought to 
be before the Ohio primaries. They 
cannot on any sound theory of poli- 
tics regard Harding as now being 
So available as several others are. 
It was an axiom of the late Mat- 
thew 8S. Quay, the master of all 
practical politicians, that a party 
must never nominate & man who 
has not got his own state solidly 
behind him, 

. Moreover, there are other rea- 
sons why Harding may now be ex- 
pected to take a changed relation to 
the republican situation. A -good 
many of us here in Washington 
have always doubted. whether Har- 
ding was really whole-hearted in 
his candidacy for the presidency. 
We suspected and still suspect that 
he was over-persuaded to get into 
the race by friends who stood to 
profit more by his candidacy, in a 
political sense, than ,he himself 
could profit. We think that 
what Senator Harding would pre- 
fer is to get a new term in the 
senate, and it would be our guess 
that Senator Harding’s future 
course will. now be guided with an 
eye toward getting the Ohio sena- 
torship rather than the presidency. 
Old Guard in Minerity. 

All that is here said is in terms 
of political strategy,, so to speak, 
that applies to Senator Harding’s 
personal situation. 

In a broader sense, tne result ot 
this week’s primaries have a ten- 
dency to show that the bulk of the 
republigan votes are not in that 
wing of the party that is represent- 
ed by Senator Harding, who is, 
among all thé candidates, the ex- 
treme old guard type. The bulk of 
the republican votes are obviously 
contained in that wing of the party 
which is represented, in different 
ways and different degrees, by 
Johnson and Wood, the progressive 
or Roosevelt faction. 

But the data are not yetsuffi- 
cient to discuss this phase of the 
Situation adequately. 

Incidentally, of course, if there 
is soundness in what is here said 
about Harding, it follows as a nec- 
essary inference that the position of 
Lowden is very much improved,

ESTIMATE LOWER 


- J. W. Jay & Co., of New York, 
in their preliminsry investiga 
tion — the proba te 
acreagé to be planted in cotton 
this season, estimates the 
icreage at 35,734,000, as compared 
with 34,046, i acres planted last 
year, or 105 per cé@nt increase 
compared with 1919. . 
The estimate shows that only 
two states in the belt will plant 
less in cotton than a year ago-— 
Georgia and Florida. This state's 
acreage is. placed at 5,157,000 
acres against 5,262,000 acres in 
1919, and Florida’s acreage is 
placed at.

New York, April 30.—The stock 
market experienced its tenth con- 
secutive reversal today, tomorrow's 
recess (moving day), with its pos- 
sible labor disturbances, provoking 
additional selling pressure. 

There were other unfavorable de- 
velopments, however, including fur- 


j ther signs that the federal reserve 


board is continuing its firm policy 
of contracting credits by all the 
means at its command. 

It is evidently theintention of 
the central bank authorities to 
‘maké a comprehensive investiga- 
tion of bank acceptances for the 
pufpose of weeding out or reduc- 
ing to a Minimum all obligations 
that are not actually of a discount 
character. 

The end of the fourth month of 
the year found the local money 
market almogat absolutely bare of 
time funds, while call loans rosey 
from 8 to 15 per cent, easing to 
12 per cent in the final dealings. 

Foreign exchange was reaction- 
ary, the break in sterling bills be- 
ing ascribed to heavy offerings of 
London bills by exporters to meet 
maturities tin this market. Uncon- 
firmed reports referred ta. large 
shipments of gold from London to 
this center in the near future. 

Trading in stocks was ‘smaller 
than on any previous day of the 
week. Extreme declines of 2 to 10 
points in the various “pooled” 
shares, notably steels, equipments, 
motors and oils, were largely re- 
covered at the end, short covering 
accelerating the rally. With the ex- 
ception of United States Steel and 
Baldwin Locomotive, major gains 
were made by the more specuiative 
shares. General Motors finished un- 
changed after having lost 10 points. 

New low records for liberty 3%'s, 
first 4’s and third 4 1-4’s contributed 
to the heavier bond market, inter- 
nationals also yielding. Total sales
